ROBERT IRSAY 


President and Treasurer 

“The greatest thrill I've 
had in football was on April 
2, 1984, when | walked in- 
to the Hoosier Dome with 
Mayor (Bill) Hudnut in front 
of all those fans,’ says 
Robert Irsay of the 20,000 
people who showed up to 
welcome the Colts to In- 
dianapolis. ‘‘It is my inten- 
tion,’ Irsay continues, ’’for 
the Colts to be a vital con- 
tributing member of the 
greater Indianapolis com- 
munity.’ 

Irsay became owner of 
the Colts on July 26, 1972, when he traded his recently- 
acquired Los Angeles Rams to Carroll Rosenbloom for the Colt 
franchise. Irsay had purchased the Rams from the estate of 
Dan Reeves. 

Irsay was born on March 5, 1923, in Chicago’s northern 
“Bucktown”’ section. He worked his way through the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, where he earned a Bachelor of Science degree 
in mechanical engineering. (While attending Illinois, he was 
an Illini football teammate of former Colt Alex Agase.) 

From 1941 to 1945, he served in the United States Marine 
Corps., after which he worked for a mechanical contracting 
company in Chicago. 

In 1952 he formed the Robert Irsay Company of Skokie, 
Ill. After building the business into one of the largest and most 
respected heating, ventilating and air conditioning companies 
in the world, Irsay sold his company to a firm listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange in 1971. He remained associated 
with the firm until 1978 when he formed Colt Construction 
and Development Co., and its affiliate, Colt Developers, Co., 
which are diversified construction and development 
companies. 

Irsay is an active supporter of many charitable organiza- 
tions. Among these are: Big Brothers, Little Sisters of the Poor, 
the Noble Center, Christamore House, Black Expo, the Men- 
tal Health Association and Cystic Fibrosis Foundation in In- 
dianapolis; Foundation for Children with Learning Disabilities, 
New York, New York; Stritch School of Medicine at Loyola 
University in Chicago; and the Troubled Children’s Founda- 
tion Center in Hialeah, Fla. He makes further donations 
through the Colts as a member of NFL Properties which 
dedicates a major portion of its earnings to NFL Charities. 

Irsay has two sons, Tom (35) and Jim (30), the club’s 
general manager. 
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JIM IRSAY 


Vice President and General Manager 

Dedication: The best description of 
Jim Irsay’s commitment to bringing 
winning football to the City of In- 
dianapolis. Irsay has been involved in 
all aspects of the day-to-day opera- 
tion of the Colts since joining the club 
in January of 1982. Jim was added 
to the personnel department in 1983 
and took over as general manager in 
early 1984, following the Colts move 
to Indianapolis. The 30-year old Irsay 
was instrumental in the hiring of Ron 
Meyer as the Colts’ head coach. 

This past year, Irsay was chosen to serve on the National 
Football League's Pro-College Relations Committee. 

Irsay received his bachelor’s degree in broadcast journalism 
from Southern Methodist University, where he played 
linebacker for a year and a half as a walk-on, before an ankle 
injury ended his career. Jim was born on June 13, 1959 in 
Lincolnwood, Ill. He attended Loyola Academy in Wilmette, 
lll., where he played golf, boxed and became an avid 
weight-conditioner. 

Jim is an active member of the Indianapolis community and 
is involved with Big Brothers of Indianapolis. He is a corporate 
member of the Indiana Sports Corporation and he serves on 
the Board of Directors of the Noble Center for Retarded 
Citizens in Indianapolis. Jim and his wife, Meg, have three 
daughters, Carlie (8), Casey (6) and Kalen (2). 


MICHAEL G. CHERNOFF 


Vice President and General Counsel 

Since March of 1975, Michael 
Chernoff has been vice president and 
general counsel for Robert Irsay’s 
various business concerns including 
the Colt football team. 

The Glencoe, Ill. native received his 
bachelor’s degree from the Universi- 
ty of Chicago in 1956 and then stayed 
on at Chicago to receive his Doctor 
of Law degree in 1959. Chernoff was 
in private practice until 1974 when he 
became vice president and general 
counsel to a Fortune 500 company, one year before joining 
Irsay. Chernoff's legal background includes extensive work 
in corporate law, securities, real estate and taxes. He has also 
played a key role in negotiating commercial, player and other 
contracts, including the contract which put the Colts in 
Indianapolis. 

Chernoff, who resides in Chicago with his wife, Eunice, has 
three children, Susan, Steven and Robert. 
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RON MEYER 
Head Coach 


Looking for the final touch to 
cap a commitment of bringing 
winning football to Indianapolis, 
the Colts hired Ron Meyer as head 
coach on December 1, 1986. 

What many believed would be 
a major overhauling of a talented, 
but struggling team turned out 
quite the opposite. Instead, Meyer 
stressed intangibles such as unity, 
spirit and attitude. He used his tac- 
tician’s knowledge of the game. 
The result was three consecutive 
victories to close the 1986 | 
season. as, 

In becoming the first coach in Colts history to win his first three 
games, Meyer established a winning foundation which produced 
an AFC Eastern Divisional title in 1987 and a 9-7 mark in 1988. 

Meyer has guided Indianapolis to a 21-13 regular season record 
since his arrival. Only one other AFC club has achieved a better 
record over that span. The divisional title for the club was its first 
in a decade, and Meyer gleaned recognition for his efforts by be- 
ing selected AFC Coach of the Year by the Professional Football 
Writers Association, UPI, the Football News and the Kansas City 
Committee of 101. 

Indianapolis opened the 1988 season slowly with a 1-5 record, 
but Meyer directed the Colts to eight wins in their last 10 games. 
The 8-2 mark was the best finish of any team in the league. Among 
the wins were six consecutive triumphs in the Hoosier Dome, the 
team’s longest home winning streak in 13 seasons. The team also 
sported a 5-3 divisional mark for the second straight year. 

That winning came under Meyer's leadership was not surpris- 
ing. He has resurrected every football program he has led during 
a 15-year coaching career. 

Meyer entered the coaching ranks following his career as a 
defensive back at Purdue. He assumed his first post as the head 
coach at Penn High School in Mishawaka, Indiana in 1964. His 
team produced a 5-4 mark that year. 

In 1965, Meyer returned to Purdue as an offensive assistant in 
charge of the backfield, receivers and overall passing game. While 
on the staff of Jack Mollenkopf, the Boilermakers notched an overall 
mark of 44-16-1. Purdue won the 1967 Rose Bowl, 14-13, over 
Southern California, in Meyer's second year, and shared the Big 
Ten Championship with Minnesota the following season. 

Meyer accepted his first professional position as a scout for the 
Dallas Cowboys upon leaving Purdue. Meyer’s two years with 
Dallas were highlighted by a Super Bowl VI Championship, a 24-3 
win over Miami. Dallas boasted a 21-7 record during Meyer's time 
with the club. 

Meyer obtained his first collegiate head coaching position at the 
University of Nevada-Las Vegas, a school which had finished 1-10 
immediately prior to his arrival. Meyer applied the winning touch 
to the Rebel program and led his teams to a 27-8 record over a 
three-year period from 1973-75. His 1974 Rebel unit posted an 
11-0 regular season record. A testament of his leadership at UNLV 
was the program sporting a 25-6 mark over the three seasons 
following his departure. 
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Meyer took charge of a struggling Southern Methodist University 
program in 1976, and soon transformed it into a powerful national 
contender. Building a foundation during his first four years, Meyer's 
teams went 8-4 in 1980 and 10-1 in 1981. SMU won the Southwest 
Conference Championship in 1981 and came within two points 
of a perfect season. Meyer ascended to the NFL with New England 
following that season, but the winning continued at SMU as the 
three subsequent Mustang teams amassed a 31-4-1 combined 
record. 

The task Meyer faced at New England was no different than 
those at UNLV or SMU. Nor were the results. 

Meyer took a Patriots club which was 2-14 in 1981 to the playoffs 
with a 5-4 record during the strike-shortened 1982 season. The 
Patriots lost a playoff duel to Miami, 28-13. He then guided his 
injury-riddied club to an 8-8 record in 1983, staying in playoff con- 
tention until the final weekend of the campaign. During his career 
with New England, Meyer posted a 18-15 regular season mark. 

Meyer was born on February 17, 1941 in Westerville, Ohio. He 
earned ten prep letters in football, basketball and baseball, and 
won all-conference honors in each as a senior. 

Meyer entered Purdue as a football walk-on in 1959 and quick- 
ly won a scholarship in the second semester of his freshman year. 
As a defensive back he led the Boilermakers in minutes played as 
a junior and senior. Meyer was selected to the Big Ten All-Academic 
Team and won the Big Ten Medal of Honor. In addition, he was 
tabbed for Purdue’s Nobel Kizer Award for athletic and academic 
achievement in 1963. 

Meyer and his wife, Cindy, have two daughters, Kathryn and 
Elizabeth. Ron’s two sons, Ron, Jr. and Ralph, reside in Dallas. 


GREG BRINER, Offensive Assistant 

Greg Briner enters his first season as offen- 
sive assistant with the Colts. Briner was 
elevated to this position after working from 
1986-88 with the Colts coaching staff ina 
research and quality control capacity. He will 
work exclusively with the club’s quarterbacks. 

Briner came to Indianapolis after three sea- 
sons at Oregon State as running backs coach. 
Prior to his stint there, he served as a grad- 
uate assistant coach for receivers at Oregon 
from 1976-79. Following a year at the prep 
level, Briner moved to Portland State, where 
he was the quarterback and receivers coach. 

Briner graduated from California Western after attending 
Southern Cal for three years. He was born on December 28, 1950 
in Gardena, Calif. 


LEON BURTNETT, Running Backs 

Leon Burtnett enters his third season as 
Colts running back coach. This is his first 
professional coaching post. 

Burtnett spent five seasons (1982-86) as 
the head coach at Purdue. He joined the 
Boilermakers in 1977 as defensive coordina- 
tor and was given the additional title of assis- 
tant head coach in 1979, the capacity he re- 
mained in until being tabbed head coach. 

Burtnett landed his first collegiate post as 
secondary coach at Montana State in 1970. 
He held the same position at Washington 
State in 1971 and at Wyoming in 1972. He was elevated to defen- 
sive coordinator with Wyoming in 1973. Burtnett moved to San 
Jose State (1974-75) as linebacker coach, then entered the Big 
Ten at Michigan State to tutor Spartan linebackers in 1976. 
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Burtnett graduated from Southwestern (Kansas) University in 
1965 with degrees in business and physical education. He was 
a fullback who earned honorable mention All-America honors. 

Burtnett was born May 30, 1943 in Fresno, Calif. He is married 
to the former Cecilia Johnson of Sonora, Texas. They have three 
children, Kyle (13), Ryan (10) and Brooke (7). 


GEORGE CATAVOLOS, Secondary 

George Catavolos joined the Colts in May 
of 1984 as the defensive secondary coach, 
his first professional position after a suc- 
cessful collegiate career. 

Catavolos moved to the Colts after serving 
as the secondary coach under Johnny Ma- 
jors at Tennessee (1982-83). Prior to 1982, 
Catavolos worked as the secondary coach 
at Kentucky (1977-81). He was part of the 
staff which guided Kentucky to a 10-1 record 
(6-0 in the Southeastern Conference) in 
1977. 

Catavolos began coaching as a graduate assistant at Purdue in 
1967, under Jack Mollenkopf. He worked there for two years before 
taking his first full-time assistantship at Middle Tennessee State 
in 1969. Catavolos joined the Louisville staff as a defensive back 
coach in 1970, then landed the same position at Purdue in 1971. 
He coached at Purdue for six years under head coaches Bob 
DeMoss and Alex Agase. 

Catavolos received his bachelor’s and master’s degree from Pur- 
due, where he starred as a defensive back. He was co-captain for 
the 1967 Purdue squad which defeated USC, 14-13, in the Rose 
Bowl. He also received that year’s Nobel E. Kizer Award for 
academic excellence. 

Catavolos was born May 8, 1945 in Chicago. He is married to 
the former Tona Jones of Royal Center, Ind. They have two 
daughters, Lindsay Marie (6) and Stephanie Lynn (5). 





MILT JACKSON, Wide Receivers 

Milt Jackson enters his first season as 
receivers coach of the Colts. He joins In- 
dianapolis from Houston, where he finish- 
ed his third year in the same capacity. It was 
his ninth season in the NFL. 

Jackson first entered the NFL with San 
Francisco (1980-82) as receivers/special 
teams coach. He moved on to tutor the same 
position with Buffalo (1983-84), then join- 
ed Philadelphia as running backs coach for éN 
the 1985 season. | 

Jackson, 45, was selected in the seventh-round of the NFL draft 
by the 49ers and the first-round of the baseball draft by the 
Philadelphia Phillies in 1967. He spent the 1967 season on the 
49ers’ taxi squad. Jackson gained his first coaching position as 
a graduate assistant at Oregon State (1973), where he earned his 
master’s degree in education. He joined Rice (1974) as running 
backs coach, then moved to Cal-Berkeley (1975-76) as linebackers 
coach. Jackson served as defensive backs coach at Oregon 
(1977-78) and as tight end coach with UCLA (1979). 

Jackson was born October 16, 1943 in Groesbeck, Texas. He 
played baseball and football at Tulsa University. He is married to 
the former Brenda Gibson of Sacramento, Ca. They have three 
children, Shelley Ann (16), Garrett (7) and Milton Stephen lI. 
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LARRY KENNAN, Offensive Coordinator 

Larry Kennan enters his first season as of- 
fensive coordinator of the Colts. Kennan, 44, 
is a 23-year coaching veteran on the profes- 
sional, collegiate and high school levels. He 
joined Denver in 1988 as wide receivers 
coach after serving as the quarterback coach 
of the Los Angeles Raiders from 1982-87. 
Kennan was part of the coaching staff which 
directed the Raiders to a 38-9 Super Bowl 
XVII| Championship over Washington follow- 
ing the 1983 season. 

Kennan entered the NFL after serving as = coach at Lamar 
University from 1979-81. He previously held offensive coordinator 
positions at Nevada-Las Vegas (1973-75) and Southern Methodist 
(1976-78) under Ron Meyer. 

Kennan graduated from LaVerne (Ca.) College with a degree in 
history. He quarterbacked his collegiate teams from 1962-65. He 
served assistantships at LaVerne (1966) and Garden Grove (Ca.) 
High School (1967-68) before moving to the University of Colorado 
as an assistant. Kennan worked in the Colorado program from 
1969-71, then during 1972 as offensive coordinator at Arvada (Co.) 
West High School, before joining Meyer at Nevada-Las Vegas. 

Kennan was born June 13, 1944 in Pomona, Calif. He is mar- 
ried to the former Pat Clark of LaVerne. They have three sons, Steve 
(18), Ryan (16) and Kyle (11). 











BILL MUIR, Defensive Coordinator 

Bill Muir enters his first season as defen- 
sive coordinator of the Colts. Muir, 46, joins 
Indianapolis after serving four years as of- 
fensive line coach with Detroit. Muir is a 
veteran of eleven NFL seasons, having spent 
time with New England (1982-84) as offen- 
sive line coach under Ron Meyer. He was a 
scout with Tampa Bay in 1978 before spen- 
ding 1979-81 as the Bucs’ Director of Pro 
Personnel. 

Prior to entering the NFL, Muir was an 
assistant coach as Susquehanna (1965), 
Delaware Valley (1966-67), Rhode Island (1970-71), Idaho State 
(1972-73) and Southern Methodist (1976-77). He was associated 
with Meyer in the Mustang program. Muir also served as offen- 
sive coordinator with Orlando in the Continental Football League 
(1968-69) and with Houston-Shreveport in the World Football 
League (1974-75). 

Muir played collegiately at Susquehanna as an offensive tackle 
from 1962-64. He was all-conference as a junior and senior. 

Muir was born October 25, 1942 in Pittsburgh. He is married 
to the former Barbara Waddell of Munhall, Pa. They have two 
children, Kellan (19) and Brady (17). 


DANTE SCARNECCHIA, Offensive Line 

Dante Scarnecchia enters his first season 
as offensive line coach of the Colts. He joins 
Indianapolis from New England, where he 
served as special teams/tight end coach for 
seven seasons, including 1982-84 under 
Ron Meyer. 

Scarnecchia’s collegiate background in- 
cludes five assistantships. He first served as 
offensive line coach at his alma mater, 
California Western (now U.S. International), 
from 1970-72. He moved to lowa State 
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(1973-74) where he was an offensive line and defensive backfield 
coach under Earle Bruce. Scarnecchia joined Southern Methodist 
from 1975-76, serving the latter year under Meyer, before mov- 
ing to the University of Pacific (1977-78) as offensive line coach 
and recruiting coordinator. After holding the offensive line coaching 
position in 1979 at Northern Arizona, he returned to SMU in 1980 
under Meyer in the same capacity. In his second stint at SMU, the 
club notched a 19-5 record and a Southwest Conference title 
(1981). 

Scarnecchia, 41, was an all-conference guard. He earned all- 
NAIA District Ill honors as a senior. Scarnecchia holds a master's 
degree in physical education from U.S. International. 

Scarnecchia was born February 15, 1948 in Los Angeles, Ca. 
He is married to the former Susan Grauman of Los Angeles. They 
have two children, Steve (11) and Lisa (8). 


BRAD SEELY, Special Teams 

Brad Seely enters his first season with In- 
dianapolis, after having spent the past five 
seasons as offensive line coach at Oklahoma 
State. Seely managed blocking schemes 
which allowed running back Barry Sanders 
to set 23 NCAA rushing records and win the 
Heisman Trophy in 1988. This is his first pro- 
fessional coaching position. 

Seely landed his first duty as a graduate 
assistant at South Dakota State in 1978. He 
moved to Colorado State as a graduate . 
assistant in 1979, then was elevated to offensive line coach in 
the program for 1980. Seely joined Ron Meyer at Southern 
Methodist in 1981 as offensive line coach. The Mustangs posted 
a 10-1 mark that season. Seely took the offensive line coaching 
positions at North Carolina State in 1982 and at the University 
of Pacific in 1983 before entering his stint at Oklahoma State. 

Seely, 32, was an all-state grid performer as a senior at South 
Dakota State in 1976. He was an all-academic choice for his final 
two seasons. Seely was an all-state prep pick in football and 
basketball. 

Seely was born September 6, 1956 in Vinton, lowa. He is mar- 
ried to the former Patricia Racine of Holyoke, Massachusetts. They 
have one daughter, Sarah (2). 





RICK VENTURI, Linebackers 

Rick Venturi joined the Colts in 1982 as 
the linebacker coach, making him the senior 
member of the coaching staff in terms of ser- 
vice to the club. While with the Colts in 
1984, he served additionally as defensive 
coordinator.

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HISTORY OF THE COLTS 


Profoneianal football came to Indianapolis March 28, 1984, 
when Colts owner Robert Irsay moved the historic NFL franchise 
from Baltimore to Indianapolis —the friendly heart of the midwest. 

The roots of the franchise go back to December 28, 1946, when 
the bankrupt Miami Seahawks of the All-America Football Con- 
ference were purchased and relocated in Baltimore by a group 
headed by Bob Rodenberg. As the result of a contest in Baltimore, 
won by Charles Evans of Middle River, Md., the team was renamed 
the "Colts." 

On September 7, 1947, wearing green and silver uniforms, the 
Colts under Head Coach Cecil Isbell (formerly an All-American 
player and coach at Purdue University) won their initial AAFC game, 
16-7, over the Brooklyn Dodgers. The team concluded its inaugural 
season before a record Baltimore crowd of 51,583 losing to the 
New York Yankees, 21-7. The Colts finished the year with a 2-11-1 
record good for a fourth place finish in the Eastern Division. 

The Colts completed the 1948 season witha 7-8 record, tying 
the Buffalo Bills for the division title. The Colts compiled a 1-11 
slate in 1949. The All-America Football Conference and the Na- 
tional Football League merged in 1950 and the Colts became a 
member of the NFL. After posting a 1-11 record for the second 
consecutive year, the franchise was dissolved by the league on 
January 18, 1951 because of its failing financial condition. 

After two full seasons without professional football, NFL Com- 
missioner Bert Bell challenged the franchise in December of 1952 
to sell 15,000 season tickets within six weeks in order to re-enter 
the NFL. That 15,000-ticket quota was reached in four weeks 
and three days. 

On January 23, 1953, under the principal ownership of Carroll 
Rosenbloom, the NFL's Dallas Team franchise was moved to 
Baltimore where, keeping the ‘Colts’ nickname, the Texan team 
colors of blue and white were inherited. 

Before their first NFL season, the ‘‘new’’ Baltimore Colts 
engineered one of the biggest trades in sports history. In a deal 
with the Cleveland Browns involving 15 players, Baltimore received 
10 Browns in exchange for five Colts. Among the players who 
came to Baltimore in the deal were Don Shula, Bert Rechichar, 
Carl Taseff and Art Spinney. These players helped the Colts open 
the 1953 NFL season with a 13-9 upset of the Chicago Bears 
in a game where Bert Rechichar set a then-NFL record with 4 
56-yard field goal. 

In 1954, the Colts hired Weeb Ewbank as head coach. Ewbank 
would guide the Colts for the next nine seasons (the longest tenure 
of any Colt head coach) and lead the club to its first divisional 
and world championships. 

On November 30, 1958, the Colts clinched their first Western 
Division title with a 35-27 win over San Francisco before a record 
home sellout crowd of 57,557. Four weeks later, Baltimore won 
its first World Championship, downing the New York Giants, 
23-17, in the fabled ‘‘sudden-death’’ overtime contest at Yankee 
Stadium. The Colts repeated as champion in 1959, clinching their 
second Western Division crown and defeating the Giants, 31-16 
in Baltimore for the World Title. 

In January 1963, Don Shula replaced Weeb Ewbank as the 
team’s third head coach since 1953. During the 1963 campaign, 
quarterback John Unitas led the Colts offense to eight team records 
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and set a then-NFL individual passing mark of 237 completions. 
The Colts won a club record eleven consecutive games in 1964, 
enroute to clinching their third Western Conference title and first 
under Shula. During that campaign, Raymond Berry caught his 
506th career pass and Lenny Moore scored 20 touchdowns, both 
NFL records at the time. The following year, Baltimore tied Green 
Bay for the Western Conference title. With halfback Tom Matte 
quarterbacking the club because of injuries to John Unitas and 
Gary Cuozzo, the Colts lost a controversial 13-10 "‘sudden-death”’ 
playoff contest to the Packers. 

Under Shula, Baltimore made its first Super Bowl appearance 
in 1968. The club finished first in the Coastal Division with a 13-1 
mark, then defeated Minnesota, 24-14, in the Western Conference 
Championship game and blanked Cleveland, 34-0, for the NFL 
Championship. The team went on to face the American Football 
League Champion New York Jets in Super Bow/! Ill, losing a 16-7 
upset. 

In May of 1969, the NFL merged with the AFL and Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh and Cleveland joined the old AFL teams to form the 
American Football Conference of the NFL. For the 1970 season, 
the Colts were situated in the Eastern Division of the AFC and 
on September 20, the club won its first AFC game, 16-14, over 
san Diego. In mid-December, Baltimore clinched its first Eastern 
Division Championship with a 20-14 win at Buffalo, then defeated 
Cincinnati and Oakland in the playoffs to win the AFC Champion- 
ship. On January 17, 1971, the Colts defeated the Dallas Cowboys 
in Super Bowl V, 16-13, on Jim O'Brien's 32-yard field goal with 
five seconds remaining in the game. 

In July, 1972, the Colts came under new ownership as Robert 
Irsay acquired the club from Carroll Rosenbloom in exchange for 
the Los Angeles Rams. 

In 1974, two young Colt stars established NFL records as run- 
ning back Lydell Mitchell carried the ball 40 times against the New 
York Jets at Shea Stadium and quarterback Bert Jones completed 
17 consecutive passes against the same Jet club later in the 
season. Mitchell set another mark that season, winning the league 
pass receiving title with 72 receptions. 

In 1975, Mitchell would continue his record-setting pace by 
becoming the first running back in Colt history to rush for 1,000 
yards, gaining 1,193 yards on 289 carries. 

After posting a 2-12 record in 1974, Baltimore's fortunes began 
to change with the hiring of Ted Marchibroda as head coach in 
February, 1975. Marchibroda led the Colts to three consecutive 
Eastern Division titles before posting back-to-back 5-11 seasons 
in 1978-79. 

The Colts named Mike McCormack to replace Marchibroda as 
head coach in January, 1980. The Colts improved to a 7-9 record 
in 1980 before recording the worst record in Club history with 
a 2-14 slate in 1981. 

On December 21, 1981, the Colts named Frank Kush to replace 
McCormack as Head Coach. In addition, Club owner Robert Irsay 
announced the appointment of Ernie Accorsi as General Manager 
on May 16, 1982. 

Under Kush’s guidance, the Colts recorded their first winning 
preseason record (3-2) since 1970. After two weeks of regular 
season play, a players’ strike resulted in the loss of seven games 
per team from the 1982 schedule and each team played a nine 
py schedule. The Colts finished the season with a record of 

-B-1. 

The Colts received the first selection in the April 26, 1983 NFL 

draft and selected Stanford quarterback John Elway. Six days later

on May 2, the Colts traded Elway to Denver in exchange for the 
Broncos’ 1983 first round choice, offensive tackle Chris Hinton, 
along with quarterback Mark Herrmann and Denver's first round 
choice in the 1983 NFL draft. 

In 1983, the Colts forged the biggest turnaround in NFL history 
for a team that had gone winless the previous season. The 1983 
Colts were 6-4 after week 10 and then went 7-9 on the season. 
The Chris Hinton acquisition proved successful as the rookie earn- 
ed a starting berth at offensive guard for the AFC in the Pro Bowl. 
The Colts’ running game came together as Curtis Dickey and Ran- 
dy McMillan combined for just shy of 2,000 yards rushing to rank 
first in the AFC and second in the NFL. 

Following the 1984 season, President Robert Irsay and General 
Manager Jim Irsay appointed Rod Dowhower as Head Coach on 
January 28, 1985. Dowhower posted a 5-11 mark that season with 
a club which rushed for a conference-leading 2,439 yards, fifth- 
best in the NFL. The team averaged 5.0 yards per attempt to lead 
the NFL, while marking the first time in a decade that an AFC team 
achieved that feat. 

On December 1, 1986, Ron Meyer succeeded Dowhower as 
Head Coach. Meyer was instrumental in the Calts winning their 
final three games of the season to finish with a 3-13 record. He 
then led the Colts to the AFC Eastern Division title with a 9-6 
record in 1987, and to a 9-7 mark in 1988. 

In more than 30 years of National Football League competition, 
the Colts have achieved a 262-250-7 record, including three World 
Championships and 10 Conference or Division titles. The Colts’ 
regular season victory total of 251 is among the highest of any 
NFL club over the last three decades. 

The success of the Colts franchise is exemplified by the number 
of Colts who have been inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
A total of six players have been selected for enshrinement including 
Raymond Berry, Art Donovan, Gino Marchetti, Lenny Moore, Jim 
Parker, John Unitas and Head Coach Weeb Ewbank.

JOHN UNITAS, QB, 6-1, 196, Louisville 


1973 was the end of an era in the NFL. 
John Unitas, the greatest quarterback 
ever to put on shoulder pads, retired. 
After 18 years, Unitas left the game with 
a helmet full of records. 

He was the first quarterback to pass 
for more than 40,000 yards. His NFL rec- 
ords include most consecutive seasons 
leading the league in touchdown passes 
(4) and most consecutive games with a 
TD pass (47), a feat that rivals Joe 
DiMaggio's 56 game hitting streak. 

He ended his career ranked number one in NFL history in six 
categories: most passes attempted (5,186), most passes com- 
pleted (2,830), most yards gained passing (40,239), most sea- 
sons 3,000 yards or more passing (3), most games with 300 
yards or more passing (26) and most touchdown passes (290). 

He also set several post-season marks including highest ca- 
reer completion percentage (62.9) and most yards gained in 
championship play (1,177). 

in his 17 seasons with the Colts, he established 22 records. 
During his stay in Baltimore, Unitas was named the NFL's 
Most Valuable Player three times and played in 10 Pro Bowls, 
the most ever by a Colt. He was 5 times named All-Pro. 

With Unitas calling signals, the Colts won World Champion- 
ships in 1958 and 1959 and the Super Bowl title in 1970. 

Unitas opened his quarterbacking career with the Colts 
throwing an interception for a TD to J.C. Caroline of the Bears 
on October 21, 1956. He ended his career with the Colts by 
throwing a TD to Eddie Hinton on December 3, 1972. Between 
those two passes he provided an entire generation of football 
fans with memories and moments that they will never forget.
